As indicated in the above listing, a number of current tariff items 
contain end-use provisions. Most of these end-use items have been placed in 
the Supplementary Annex rather than in the main body under Chapter 86. (1) 


B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


Only one brief was received respecting this Chapter, an extensive 
submission presented by The Railway Association of Canada. The Association, 
both in its brief and during the public hearing, expressed some general 
concerns arising from the uncertainty relating to the coverage given by Annex 
items and, as well, to the future treatment of equipment and parts now entered 
under the Machinery Remission Program. It also brought a number of specific 
problems to the Board's attention. 


The Railway Association of Canada noted that the heavy-duty, mobile 
cranes typically used by railroads are at present entered free under tariff 
item 42700-6 which reads in part: "Railway cranes or derricks of a type 
designed for lifting locomotives". In the proposed Schedule such cranes would 
be classified to heading No. 86.04, which pertains to “Railway or tramway 
maintenance or service vehicles ..." and which specifically mentions cranes, 
dutiable at 9.2% MFN. To retain present tariff treatment for the goods in 
question, the Board recommends the creation of the following tariff lines under 
heading No. 86.04.

(1) The following five current items, which are covered by Chapter 86, have 
been placed in the Supplementary Annex: 4lO12—-1, 41105=2, 43705-1, 
43705-2 and 43720-1. 
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Free entry for the parts for these derricks and cranes will. be 
provided in Supplementary Annex, No. 4215. 


With respect to railway journal bearings, the Association expressed 
concern that such bearings, in the draft Schedule, would become dutiable at 
9.2% under heading No. 84.82. These journal bearings are now admitted free of 
duty under tariff item 42726-1. In the recommended Schedule for Chapter 84, 
these bearings will be covered by tariff line 8482.20.90, "other", at MFN 
Free. This item comprises all roller bearings other than those made in Canada 
which are provided for in tariff line 8482.20.10 and those roller bearings 
specifically provided for elsewhere under heading No. 84.82. In addition, to 
ensure the present duty-free access for all bearings when they are of a class 
or kind not made in Canada, the Board recommends the inclusion in the 
Supplementary Annex of tariff item 42726-1. 


Regarding railway or tramway maintenance or service vehicles (main- 
tenance of way machines), the Association noted, in its brief and during the 
public hearing, that this equipment would apparently become dutiable under 
heading No. 86.04. It was also thought that parts for the above machines would 
become dutiable under heading No. 86.07. At present, these machines and their 
parts are entered under tariff item 42700-1 which provides for duty remission 
under the Machinery Remission Program if unavailable from production in 
Canada. This Program will be continued after the implementation of the HS. 


The Association, in its brief, expressed a general concern that 
conversion to the HS would reduce in scope or eliminate present provisions in 
the Customs Tariff, which accord duty-free importation to a broad range of 
railway signal equipment. The central uncertainty respects the status of 
tariff item 43715-1, under which free entry is granted for parts of signal 
systems by which railroads “govern or control the movement and route of rail 
vehicles" and “detect dangerous conditions ...". The existing provisions are 
carried forward, without change, into Supplementary Annex, item No. 4220. 
Further, in the proposed Schedule there are other duty-free items with broad 
coverage such as for “electrical signalling ... traffic control equipment” 
(heading No. 85.30) and for “mechanical” and “electro-mechanical” signalling 
equipment (heading No. 86.08). In the Board's view, therefore, the HS would 
retain fully the present tariff status afforded to railway signalling 
equipment. 


The Association made specific mention of tariff item 43715-1 
("Insulated rail joints ... used in the construction. or, repair of railway 
signals SVStemS% sen) < It was felt that such rail joints, now entered 
duty-free, would become dutiable. The Board points out that insulated rail 
joints are covered, duty-free in Supplementary Annex, item No. 4225 which 
replaces tariff item 43715-l1. However, to ensure that free entry is retained 
it is recommended that an addition be made to this Annex item to identify 
specifically such signal system parts. The existing tariff treatment of 
railway signalling equipment has_ recently been changed pursuant’ to 
recommendations under Reference 157. (1

The Railway Association also questioned the accuracy of the MFN rate 
of 16.64 of tariff line 8607.29.00 of the draft Schedule with respect to brakes 
and parts thereof other than air brakes and parts. The Board re-examined the 
calculation of the proposed rate and concludes that an MFN rate of 16.3% would 
have been more appropriate. This minor adjustment results from the use of 
revised trade figures and from the inclusion of tariff item 43415-1 in the 
weighting used. A similar adjustment was found necessary for the air brakes 
and parts thereof of tariff line 8607.21.00. A more substantive rate change 
appears to be required for tariff line 8607.30.00, “hooks and other coupling 
devices, buffers, and parts thereof". It was found that the rate of duty 
should be 11.3% instead of the 16.6% as proposed in the draft Schedule. This 
revision reflects the predominance under this tariff line of imports under 
tariff item 44603-1, with a rate of 10.2 p.c. The Board, therefore, recommends 
the following changes:

Present tariff item 43435-1 accords free entry to “parts used in the 
repair of street cars (not including subway cars) with magnetic track brakes”. 
In the draft Schedule these goods would become dutiable at 15% under tariff 
line 8607.19.10. Since the resulting change in tariff treatment is within the 
criteria established by the Board, it is recommended, subject to further review 
at a later stage, that the provisions of tariff item 43435-1 be carried forward 
through the inclusion of a duty-free item in the Supplementary Annex (see item 
No. 4215). Further, the Supplementary Annex, as received, contains a detailed 
provision, with a rate of 4 p.c., for “Locomotive beds or frames of steel ... 
tender frames ... cast steel cradles ... truck frames ..." covering goods in 
tariff item 44603-2. It is noted that there were no imports under this tariff 
item for 1980 to 1982 and that, according to industry views, this tariff item 
is an outdated one. The Board recommends that this item be deleted from the 
Annex as being unnecessary and cumbersome to carry forward. 


Among the recommended nomenclature changes (see Table 86.1), proposed 
tariff line 8608.00.90 has been substantially condensed. Representatives of 
the railway industry viewed the several statistical breakouts provided under 
this item as being of little value. 


As a result of the Board's report on Reference 159, the MFN rate 
(1987) respecting tariff item 93907-1 was adjusted upwards, from 13.5 p.c. to 
13.6 p.c. To incorporate this recent rate revision into the draft Schedule, it 
is recommended that, for tariff line 8609.00.20, the MFN rate be amended to

Be. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


In its submission, the Canadian Street Rod Association (CSRA) 
requested that exempting clause (f) of tariff item 99215-l1 of Schedule C be 
retained. Although Schedule C was not referred to it, the Board, concurs with 
the request of the Association and brings the matter to the attention of the 
Minister. 


It was also submitted that the nomenclature and rates of duty of 
tariff item 43803-1 “automobiles and motor vehicles of all Kinds, NeOepe} 
electric trackless trolley buses; chassis for the ” ene be maintained in 
the proposed Schedule of customs’ classification. On conversion, 


automobiles and motor vehicles, not otherwise provided for in the Customs 


Tariff, and electric trackless trolley buses, and their chassis, covered by 
tariff item 43803-1, at MFN 9.2 p.c., were allocated to Chapters 84, 85 and 87 
of the HS, predominantly the last, also at 9.2% MFN. In view of this neutral 
conversion the Board has no recommendations in this regard. 


In its analysis the Board noted that log skidders of tariff item 
41100-1 had not been provided for in heading No. 87.01. In order to maintain 
the present rate of duty of 8 p.c. MFN for these goods, the Board recommends 
the following changes to subheading No. 8701.90:

The special provisions contained in tariff items 95001-1 to 95006-1 
governing the Canada-United States Autopact are provided for in a special 
Annex. Moreover, the end use items elsewhere in the current tariff, notably 
those in the 438 series dealing with motor vehicles and parts covered in this 
Chapter, are all included in the Supplementary Annex. 


The MFN rate of 12.3% for tariff line 8708.29.20 as determined by the 
trade-weighted average method was, upon recalculation, found to be 12%. The 
Board recommends this adjustment. 


As a result of Reference 159, the MFN rate of tariff item 43910-4 
"other", was raised from 10.2 p.c. to 10.4 p.c. The Board recommends that the 
MFN rate for tariff line 8716.39.99 be accordingly increased to 10.4%. 


Further, a new tariff item, 43916-1, was introduced on May 24, 1985, 
with the following description of goods and rates of duty:

Chapter 87 
VEHICLES OTHER THAN RAILWAY 


OR TRAMWAY ROLLING-STOCK, 
AND PARTS AMD ACCESSORIES THEREOF 


Legal Notes. 


1, 


3. 


This Chapter does not cover railway or tramway rolling-stock designed solely for 
running on rails. 


For the purposes of this Chapter, "tractors" means vehicles constructed essentially 
for hauling or pushing another vehicle, applicance or load, whether or not they 
contain subsidiary provision for the transport, in connection with the main use of the 
tractor, of tools, seeds, fertilizers or other goods. 


For the purposes of heading No. 87.02, the expression "public-transport type passenger 
motor vehicles" means vehicles designed for the transport of ten persons or more 
(including the driver). 


Motor chassis fitted with cabs fall in heading Nos. 87.02 to 87.04, and not in heading 
No. 87.06.

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CHAPTER 88 


Aircraft, Spacecraft and Parts Thereof 


A. Introduction 


Proposed Chapter 88 incorporates, in whole or in part, 15 items of 
the Customs Tariff, as listed below:

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


The Board received submissions from the Aerospace Industries Asso- 
ciation of Canada and the Air Transport Association of Canada which advised 
that the duty-free provisions of Chapter 88 of the draft Schedule did not cover 
all the goods classified to, and entering duty free under, the relevant items 
of the Customs Tariff, particularly with respect to parts of aircraft, aircraft 
engines, and airborne aircraft equipment and, in turn, to their parts. This 
disparity will be greater now that the Board's recommendations under Reference 
157 with respect to tariff item 44059-1 have been implemented, 1) whereby 
free importation under this item will no longer be conditional upon whether the 
aforesaid parts are of types and sizes not made in Canada. In addition, it was 
noted that the scope for duty-free entry has been broadened still further with 
the implementation of tariff item 44063-1, introduced in the Budget of May 23, 
1985, covering goods not provided for in other tariff items pertaining to 
aircraft.

(1) The Board's recommendations in relation to tariff item 44059-1 were put 
into effect by the Budget Resolutions of February 26, 1986.

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The Air Transport Association of Canada urged the Board to recommend 
the inclusion in the Supplementary Annex of a provision for free entry for 
parts and components of civil aircraft, with a listing of all headings and 
subheadings in the proposed Schedule which would be affected by this Annex 
item, as determined by the GATT Agreement on Trade in Civil Aircraft. In 
addition, to make sure that current free access is maintained for engines, 
other parts of aircrafts and, in turn, parts thereof, the Association suggested 
that all current relevant tariff items - namely, 44053-1, 44057-1, 44059-1 (as 
recommended in Reference 157), 44061-1, 44062-1 and 44063-1 - be listed to the 
aforementioned general provision in the Annex. The Board considered, however, 
that the use of the term "maintenance" would broden the scope of this item and 
does not recommend this inclusion. 


The Aerospace Industries Association of Canada proposed that the 
existence of free entry for parts and components of military aircraft, as well 
as civil aircraft, should be specifically recognized. It also suggested that 
the end-use coverage of new tariff item 44063-1 be expanded by the addition of 
the words “when used for maintenance of aircraft”. 


Inasmuch as existing tariff provisions appear to provide free entry 
for virtually all goods to be wrought into or permanently attached to aircraft 
or aircraft engines - including parts of such goods, whether for civil or 
military use, with the exception of seat covers of textile fabrics - the Board 
has concluded that the various provisions could be consolidated in the Annex as 
follows: 


4415 Articles and materials, other than seat covers of textile 
fabric or those goods eligible for the benefits of the 
Agreement on Trade for Civil Aircraft Annex, for use in 
aircraft, aircraft engines, airborne aircraft equipment or 
parts thereof Free 


4430 Goods (other than those eligible for the benefits of the 
Machinery Remission Program, the benefits of Annex item 
No. 4415 or the benefits of the Agreement on Trade for Civil 
Aircraft), for the manufacture or repair of aircraft, air- 
craft engines or parts thereof Free 


The foregoing Annex provisions are recommended based on_ the 
preliminary and supplementary briefs submitted prior and subsequent to the July 
30, 1986 Public Hearing, especially those issues raised by the Aerospace 
Industries Association concerning the Annex items. The Board anticipates that 
the above recommendations satisfy the concerns presented by the two Associa- 
tions. Each item, however, will be subject to further study during the course 
of Phase V, early in 1987. 


Existing tariff item 44061-1 provides free entry for “flight simu- 
lator systems; parts thereof, n.o.p." Under the GATT Agreement, all ground 
flight simulator systems and their parts and components are to be accorded free 
entry. These systems, and parts thereof not excluded by Note 2 to Section 
XVII, are provided for in tariff line 8805.20.00 at Free MFN. 


Reflecting the request of the Air Transport Association of Canada, a 
full preliminary listing of all the HS headings and subheadings which would be 
subject to the provisions of the GATT Agreement on Trade in Civil Aircraft has 
been supplied to the Board by the Department of Finance for inclusion in the 
Supplementary Annex. The accuracy and completeness of this listing will be a 
subject for discussion at a later hearing. In all, a total of 16 Chapters are 
shown as being affected. 


Consequent to previous Reference 159 the MFN rate pertaining to tariff 
item 44533-1, “Radio and television apparatus and parts thereof, n.o.p.", was 
adjusted from 9.2 p.c. to 9.5 pec. As based on cross-reference data, this 
existing tariff item determines the MFN rates for two tariff lines in the draft 
schedule under heading Nos. 88.02 and 88.03. To reflect this recent rate 
adjustment, the Board recommends that, for tariff lines 8802.50.00 and 
8803.90.10, the MFN rate be revised from 9.2% to 9.5%. (See Table 8852)i

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


The Board did not receive any submissions specific to Chapter 89. 


The Board's analysis of Chapter 89 did not indicate any changes in 
rates of duty which would invoke the Board's criteria for the restoration of 
rate. However, the rate of duty proposed for tariff line 8903.99.91 does not 
reflect the final MIN reduction for tariff item 44005-1. To reflect this 
oversight, the Board recommends that the MFN rate of 18% under tariff line 
8903.99.90 be changed to 15%. The Board notes that this would also require an 
adjustment to the GP rate for this tariff line, from 12.5% to 10%. (2 ] 


As a result of the Board's recommendations respecting Reference 159, 
the MFN rate pertaining to tariff item 44524-1, covering electrical apparatus, 
was revised from 10.2 p.c. to 10.3 p.c. This present tariff item determines 
the rate for tariff line 8907.90.10 in the draft Schedule, therefore, the MFN 
rate should be amended to 10.3% (see Table 89.2). 


The Board's nomenclature recommendations follow in Table 89.1.

In the above listing there are 76 tariff items which contain either 
provision for a specific end use or provisions of a broad concessionary 
nature. Many of these end use/concessionary items are included in the Supple- 
mentary Annex rather than in the main Schedule of Chapter 90. Further, two 
tariff items, not included in the listing above, were subsequently introduced 
in the Customs Tariff. Tariff items 44532-2 and 46201-1 are important in 
relation to Chapter 90, therefore discussion regarding them is included in the 
Chapter analysis. 


B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


Three submissions were received relating to this Chapter, namely, 
from Honeywell Limited (Honeywell), Progress Medical Products Inc. (Progress 
Medical), and the Electronic Import Committee of the Canadian Importers 
Association. 


The submission from Honeywell was addressed to certain products at 
present admitted free of duty under tariff item 41417-2, specifically, “process 
control apparatus which converts analog signals from or to digital signals, the 
foregoing not to include sensors". Honeywell's concern was that this apparatus 
was not clearly provided for in the draft Schedule or the Supplementary Annex 
thereto and that, respecting process control equipment used in conjunction with 
electronic data processing apparatus, the nomenclature employed in Chapter 90 
was too general and broad in scope as compared to the present coverage under 
tariff item 41417-2. 


Respecting tariff line 9032.89.20 Honeywell proposed to change the 
nomenclature of the draft Schedule to read: “Process control apparatus 
utilizing microprocessor technology for the calculation of control algorithms 
and generation of control systems". The Board was reluctant to employ this 
terminology in that it would introduce a description not found at present in 
the Customs Tariff. The Board prefers the deletion of tariff line 
9032.89.20\1) in its entirety and so recommends. 


* Indicates that goods under the present tariff item are classified only to 
this Chapter. 


(1) Tariff line 9032.89.20 “Process control apparatus for use with electronic 
data processing machines and apparatus". Such nomenclature is considered 
to be substantially broader in scope vis-a-vis the relevant present wording 
found in tariff item 41417-2. 
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In view of the Honeywell submission and because of a number of 
general inconsistencies relating to the conversion for electronic data 
processing equipment to the HS, the Board recommends that both tariff items 
41417-1 and 41417-2 be included in the Supplementary Annex. Therefore, the 
present provision for process control apparatus found in 41417-2 would be 
carried forward without any change in coverage. In the Board's view, these 
recommended revisions would meet the concerns identified by Honeywell. 


The second submission, presented by Progress Medical, requested that 
new equipment for use by the handicapped, presently classified in accordance 
with the component material of chief value and dutiable, be classified to 
tariff item 47800-1 as "Goods, specially designed for the use of disabled 
persons” at an MFN rate of free. Since this issue concerns the classification 
within the present Customs Tariff and not conversion to the HS, it is outside 
the mandate of the Board for this inquiry. 


The brief received from the Electronics Import Committee in part, 
contended that “video cameras", classified duty-free at present to tariff item 
46245-1 would become dutiable at 7.5% MFN under proposed tariff line 9007.19.00 
“Cinematographic cameras ...". However, the Board notes that tariff item 
46245-1 will be included in the Supplementary Annex, thereby maintaining the 
duty-free status for those video cameras which meet the specified end-use 


provisions. 


All other substantive changes recommended for Chapter 90 result from 
the Board's review and, for the most part, deal with the treatment of tariff 
items containing end-use provisions. In several instances, for instruments and 
equipment covered by this Chapter, no provision has been made, either in the 
draft Schedule or in the Supplementary Annex as received, to carry forward the 
concessionary Free rate which now applies for certain end-use tariff items. To 
preserve their free status, goods now under tariff items 41035-1, 41417-2 and 
69605-1 would be provided for through end-use provisions of the Annex. 
Further, it is pointed out that Chapter 90 covers three existing tariff items 
46225-1, 46230-1 and 46255-1 which pertain to camera parts such as lenses, 
shutters, range finders and exposure meters. Such parts are at present entered 
duty-free when for use in camera manufacture. It is recommended that all 
camera parts for manufacture be provided for in a single end-use tariff item in 
the Annex with a Free rate. 


Consequent to Budget changes of May 24, 1985, tariff item 44532-1 was 
revised to implement the Board's recommendations made pursuant to Phase I of 
Reference 157. This tariff item covers, with a Free rate, a broad range of 
electrical precision instruments such as meters, gauges and measuring devices. 
Consequently, most precision instruments will continue to be duty-free except 
for those specified in new tariff item 44532-2. This tariff item lists certain 
precision instruments that are specifically provided for in Chapter 90, with an 
MEN vate, of 10,24, However, certain instruments such as_ salinometers, 
titrimeters, and rH and pH meters would become dutiable in the proposed 
Schedule at a lower rate of 7.54 under tariff line 9027.80.99. To continue the 
existing rate of 10.2 p.c., 1) a new tariff line should be inserted under 
heading No. 90.27. The Board therefore recommends that tariff lines 9027.80.90 
to 9027.80.99 be deleted and replaced with the following:

Tariff items 49104-1 and 49105-1 were also revised in 1985 pursuant 
to Phase I of Reference 157. Currently, machinery and apparatus, when used in 
oil or gas exploration/discovery are generally dutiable at 9.2 p.c. MFN under 
tariff item 49104-1. All dutiable products described under this item are 
covered in several Chapters of the Schedule. However, certain types of equip- 
ment for the same end use are admitted free of duty under new tariff item 
49105-1. This item provides for “surveying and seismic instruments, and 
scientific equipment for oceanographic exploration ... when for oil or gas 
exploration". The Board has included tariff item 49105-1, as revised, in the 
Supplementary Annex. 


With respect to present tariff item 46200-2 "electronic flash 
apparatus designed for ... hand cameras, including self-contained, battery 
operated power supplies ...", it is pointed out that the existing MFN rate is 
10 p.c.. However, in the draft Schedule some goods now admitted under tariff 
item 46200-2 would be classified to tariff line 9006.91.99 at a lower rate of 
7.5%. The Board therefore, recommends the following amendment and addition to 
clarify the classification of battery-operated power packs for these camera 
accessories:

Tariff item 46200-1 had been incorrectly concorded to tariff line 
9031.10.10 “dynamic balancing machines ..." with an MFN rate of 10.2%. As a 
result of subsequent investigation the rate for these goods should have been 
based on tariff item 42700-1 “machine, n.o.p.” The Board, therefore, recom- 
mends that the MFN rate of tariff line 9031.10.10 be amended to 9.2%. 


Ambiguity exists as to the treatment of various types of water meters 
and gauges in this Chapter. These goods enter under tariff line 9026.10.10 as 
“water current meters” and under tariff line 9028.20.20 as meters for 
“recording or measuring water supply". There is an error in the proposed rates 
as only present tariff items 44532-1 and 69605-1, both with an MFN rate of 
Free, were allocated to tariff line 9026.10.10 which nonetheless carries a rate 
of 10.2%; further tariff item 43145-1, while providing for 8 p.c. MFN, was the 
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only item allocated to tariff line 9028.20.20 which shows a rate of 10.2%, 
Also, the nomenclature appears misaligned in that tariff line 9028.20.20 
specifies water “supply” while tariff item 43145-1 pertains to gauges for 
“water levels, volume or flow”. 


In order to remove this confusion and to provide for those meters and 
gauges now admitted under tariff items 43145-1 and 44532-2(1) the Board 
recommends that the nomenclature and rates of duty for tariff lines 9026.10.10 
and 9028.20.20 be revised as follows:

The Board was satisfied that proposed tariff line 9018.90.00 (MFN 
Free), provides for almost all of the goods admissible under present tariff 
item 20630-1. However, to ensure that glass containers classified under 
20630-1 maintain their duty-free treatment, a provision for “blood storage 


bottles, stoppers and other closures therefor" has been added to proposed 
tariff line 7010.90.00. 


In order to provide for the goods of tariff item 46201-1, the Board 
recommends a new tariff subdivision under heading No. 90.14 as follows:

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


The Board did not receive any submissions respecting Chapter 91, and 
therefore the recommended rate and nomenclature changes are in consequence of 
the Board's review of this Chapter. Aside from those amendments which pertain 
to nomenclature, the Board also recommends a few minor rate revisions. These 
rate changes result either from recent tariff rate adjustments implemented 
pursuant to Reference 159 or from revised trade figures. 


Consequent to the rate adjustments, introduced following Reference 
159, the MFN rate of duty has been slightly increased for several tariff items 
classified, in whole or in part, to this Chapter. Identified below are those 
tariff lines in Chapter 91 which require a resulting rate revision. Lt ts 
noted that all the changes relate to tariff item 44524-1, for which the MFN 
rate was increased from 10.2 p.c. to 10.3 p.c.:

CLOCKS AND WATCHES AMD PARTS THEREOF 


Legal Notes.

This Chapter does not cover: 


(a) Clock or watch glasses or weights (classified according to their constituent 
material); 


(b) Watch chains (heading No. 71.13 or 71.17, as the case may be); 


(c) Parts of general use defined in Note 2 to Section XV, of base metal (Section XV), 
or similar goods of plastics (Chapter 39) or of precious metal or metal clad with 
precious metal (generally heading No. 71.15); clock or watch springs are, 
however, to be classified as clock or watch parts (heading No. 91.14); 


(d) Bearing balls (heading No. 73.26 or 84.82, as the case may be); 
(e) Articles of heading No. 84.12 constructed to work without an escapement; 
(f) Ball bearings (heading No. 84.82); or 


(g) Articles of Chapter 85, not yet assembled together or with other components into 
watch or clock movements or into articles suitable for use solely or principally 
as parts of such movements (Chapter 85). 


Heading No. 91.01 covers only watches with case wholly of precious metal or of metal 
clad with precious metal, or of the same materials combined with natural or cultured 
pearls, or precious or semi-precious stones (natural, synthetic or reconstructed) of 
heading Nos. 71.01 to 71.04. Watches with case of base metal inlaid with precious 
metal fall in heading No. 91.02. 


For the purposes of this Chapter, the expression "watch movements" means devices 
regulated by a balance-wheel and hairspring, quartz crystal or any other system 
capable of determining intervals of time, with a display or a system to which a 
mechanical display can be incorporated. Such watch movements shall not exceed 12 mm 
in thickness and 50 mm in width, length or diameter. 


Except as provided in Note 1, movements and other parts suitable for use both in 
clocks or watches and in other articles (for example, precision instruments) are to be 
classified in this Chapter.

Chapter 91 


CLOCKS AND WATCHES AND PARTS THEREOF

This Chapter does not cover: 


(a) Clock or watch glasses or weights (classified according to their 
constituent material); 


(b) Watch chains (heading No. 71.13 or 71.17, as the case may be); 


(c) Parts of general use defined in Note 2 to Section XV, of base metal 
(Section XV), or similar goods of plastics (Chapter 39) or of precious 
metal or metal clad with precious metal (generally heading No. 71.15); 
clock or watch springs are, however, to be classified as clock or watch 
parts (heading No. 91.14); 


(d) Bearing balls (heading No. 73.26 or 84.82, as the case may be); 
(e) Articles of heading No. 84.12 constructed to work without an escapement; 
(f) Ball bearings (heading No. 84.82): or 


(g) Articles of Chapter 85, not yet assembled together or with other 
components into watch or clock movements or into articles suitable for 
use solely or principally as parts of such movements (Chapter 85). 


Heading No. 91.01 covers only watches with case wholly of precious metal or of 
metal clad with precious metal, or of the same materials combined with natural 
or cultured pearls, or precious or semi-precious stones (natural, synthetic or 
reconstructed) of heading Nos. 71.01 to 71.04. Watches with case of base metal 
inlaid with precious metal fall in heading No. 91.02. 


For the purpose of this Chapter, the expression "watch movements" means 
devices regulated by a balance-wheel and hairspring, Quartz crystal or any 
other system capable of determining intervals of time, with a display ora 
system to which a mechanical display can be incorporated. Such watch movements 
shall not exceed 12mm in thickness and 50mm in width, length or diameter. 


Except as provided in Note 1, movements and other parts suitable for use both 
in clocks or watches and in other articles (for example, precision 
instruments) are to be classified in this Chapter.

With regard to the above listed tariff items, two are temporary 
provisions (59716-1 and 59825-1). Tariff item 59725-3, also temporary, has 
expired. Two of the listed tariff items (35210-1 and 35211-1) are provided for 
in the Annex, as received, rather than in Chapter 92. 


B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


One brief was submitted respecting this Chapter, that of Yamaha 
Canada Music Ltd. (Yamaha). The company contended that “clavinovas", a type 
of electronic piano similar in size to a small piano, are at present classified 
under tariff item 59725-1 (Musical instruments of all kinds, n.o.p.) at an MFN 
rate of 9.2 p.c. Yamaha noted that in Chapter 92 this musical instrument would 
enter under tariff line 9207.10.00 (9207.10.00.90) at 10.2% MFN and sought the 
continuance of the lower rate now applying. The company also registered a like 
concern with respect to other smaller, portable musical instruments imported by 
it, termed “electronic pianos or electronic keyboard instruments". Under the 
proposed Schedule such products would also become dutiable at 10.2% 
(9207.10.00.90), whereas the present rate under tariff item 59725-1 is 9.2 p.c. 


It is noted that pianos and pianofortes of traditional design and 
construction are classified to tariff item 59705-2 at a rate of 11.3 pec. MEN. 
However, subsequent to a recent change in administrative policy, electric/ 
electronic pianos and similar keyboard instruments which do not have strings 
but produce music electronically, are entered under tariff item 59725-1 at 
9.2 pec. MFN. The Board therefore concurs with the changes sought by Yamaha 
and recommends the following revision under tariff line 9207.10.00:

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In the above revision, the 10.2% rate shown preserves the present rate for 
"Electric organs", tariff item 59707-1. The 9.2% rate indicated is based on 
the duty now applying 1) to "Musical instruments of all kinds, n.o.p.", 
tariff item 59725-1, and would encompass the type of instruments referred to by 
Yamaha, thereby retaining present tariff treatment. 


Allocated to this Chapter are three tariff items which are of an end 
use/ concessionary nature, i.e., tariff items 59820-1, 69315-1 and 69605-1. In 
the Annex, as received, these tariff items are not provided for and, as a 
result, imports totalling well over $3 million would become dutiable at rates 
ranging from 9.2% to 11.3%, whereas the concessionary Free rate now applies. 
The Board recommends that the goods covered by these three tariff items be 
provided for in the Supplementary Annex to retain this concessionary rate. 


The Board also recommends a change to the draft Schedule as it 
pertains to parts of musical instruments (heading No. 92.09). Whereas tariff 
line 9209.99.90 carries a rate of 9.2% MFN, only a relatively minor propor- 
tion(2) of the goods covered, are in fact, at present dutiable at this rate. 
The tariff line for “other” parts (9209.99.90) covers parts of a particularly 
diverse nature, such as nickel-plated ware (36215-1), articles of iron or steel 
(44603-1), electric apparatus/parts (44524-1), and manufactures of wood 
(50600-1). Including the duty adjustments resulting from Reference 159 present 
MFN rates range from 9.2 p.c. to 13.6 p.c. MFN. In the Board's opinion, it is 
preferable in this instance to determine the MFN rate of duty on the basis of a 
trade-weighted average, and it therefore recommends that the 9.2% rate be 
deleted and replaced by a rate of 10.6%. 


The Board's nomenclature recommendations follow in Table 92.1. 


(1) As shown in the concordance, substantial imports under tariff item 59705-2 
“Pianofortes n.o.p.", with a rate of 11.3 p.c., have been allocated to 
9207 .10400. 90. This allocation does not, however, correctly reflect 
current classification procedures, which were changed in 1982, subsequent 
to the preparation of concordance data. 

(2) As based on concordance data, the rate of 9.2% applies to less than 10 per 
cent of the imports allocated to tariff line 9209.99.90. Most of the 
existing tariff items concorded to this tariff line carry the rate of

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


There were no submissions relating to this Chapter and therefore all 
of the revisions recommended result from the Board's review of the draft 
Schedule.

(1) As of November 8, 1984, certain of the goods formerly included in 42700-1 
were placed in new tariff items 42700-10 to 42700-16. 

(2) Reflects the nomenclature as revised on May 23, 1985, when pistols and 
revolvers were excluded from the item. 

(3) Reflects the nomenclature revisions introduced on May 23, 1985 pursuant to 
Reference 15/7. Previous tariff item 44125-1 covered "Guns and rifles ... 
of a class or kind not made in Canada, parts thereof". 

(4) As of November 8, 1984, certain of the goods formerly included in 44524-1 
were placed in new tariff items 44524-7 to 44524-11. 
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Respecting heading No. 93.04, the cross-references do not incorporate 
certain classification changes which have occurred subsequent to 1982. 
Pursuant to Board Appeal No. 1432, pistols, formerly classified to tariff item 
44100-1, have now become admissible under tariff item 44125-] at an MFN rate of 
Jed pec., effective 1987. Moreover, as a result of nomenclature changes in 
1985, “revolvers” also now fall under the latter item. Reflecting these 
classification changes, a rate of 5.5% is applied in the draft Schedule 
(heading No. 93.04) to both “guns” and "pistols". However, present tariff item 
44100-1 with an MFN rate of 11.3 pec.e, specifically covers "air guns", (1) To 
align the HS with current tariff treatment the Board recommends the following 
revisions to the sub-division of heading No. 93.04, which covers "Other arms":

For tariff line 9305.10.90 ("Other parts and accessories") the MFN 
rate of 5.5% reflects the duty applicable under present tariff item 44125-1, 
However, neither this item nor item 44100-1 is listed in the relevant 
concordance. Almost 95 per cent of the pertinent imports are attributed to 
tariff item 44603-1, which carries an MFN rate of 10.2 pec. effective 1987, and 
the Board therefore proposes that the rates of this item be applied. 


Allocated principally to Chapter 93 is present tariff item 70800-1, 
which consists of special provisions respecting arms and military equipment. 
This tariff item extends free entry to "Arms, military stores, munitions of 
war" when the property of a British Commonwealth or NATO country and also to 
“goods consigned to military service agencies" when for use by nationals of 
countries employed in defense establishments in Canada. The volume of goods 
entered under this tariff item is substantial, amounting to about $27 million 
in 1980-82. To maintain tariff item 70800-1, the Board recommends that it be 
carried forward to Chapter 98, which is designated for similar non-commercial 
arrangements. 


Consequent to recommendations made under Reference 152. tartec. item 
44126-1 has recently been introduced. This new item pertains to “pump or 
Slide-action shotguns" and carries an MFN rate of 300 D.Ge In the draft 
Schedule, however, such shotguns are covered under heading No. 93.03 at 5.5% 
MFN. To implement this recent tariff amendment the break-out shown below is 
recommended: 


(1) Whereas tariff item 44100-1 also includes “air rifles". Because of the 
N.O.pe provision, air rifles are at present classified to tariff item 
44125-1, which encompasses "rifles" as distinct from "guns" without a 
rifled bore.

Beaelnesboards s Analysis and Recommendations 


The Board received submissions from the Canadian Fertilizer Insti- 
tute, the Canadian Textiles Institute, Cooper Canada Limited, and Libbey- 
St.Clair Inc., relating to this Chapter. The two institutes also submitted 
briefs for the final hearing in July, 1986. 


The Canadian Fertilizer Institute (CFI) requested that the present 
coverage under tariff item 84900-1 be retained in the Supplementary Annex with 
its present wording rather than with the nomenclature as provided for in the 
DNR version(!) of the Annex. The latter would change the scope of this end 
use provision. In order to realize a neutral conversion, the Board concurs 
with this request and recommends that the present wording of this item be 
inserted in the Supplementary Annex (see Annex item No. 0765). 


The Canadian Textiles Institute (CTI) indicated an interest in 
heading No. 94.04, particularly with reference to quilts and comforters, 
pillows, cushions, mattress pads and sleeping bags. Currently these goods 
carry MFN rates of 22.5 p.c.. when of ‘cotton (tariff item ,.52305-1) -and of 
25 pece when of man-made fibres (tariff item 56300-1). This difference in 
rates of duty has been retained in the HS for all of the aforementioned

articles with the exception of sleeping bags. However, in the absence of any 
trade in this product and because the CTI did not propose a separate tariff 
line for cotton sleeping bags, at 22.5% MFN, the Board does not recommend any 
change. 


Cooper Canada Limited noted that the rate provisions of the goods 
covered under present tariff items 36215-1, 44603-1, 52305-1, 56300-1 and 
93907-1, which fall in Chapter 94, have been satisfactorily transferred. 


Libbey-St. Clair Inc. (Libbey) expressed concern about the conversion 
of seven items of the Customs Tariff with respect to Chapter 94. They are 
32607-1, 32615-1, 32645-1, 32675-1, 32621-1, 32651-1 and 32669-1. However the 
goods of three of these, 32621-1, 32651-1 and 32669-1, have been allocated to 
Chapter 70, quite correctly in the Board's opinion, and no further action is 
required. 


Libbey submitted that some illuminating shades classified to tariff 
line 9405.91.10 were made in Canada and should be separated with an MFN rate 
of 11.3%, the rate for “illuminating glassware n.o.p." under tariff item 
S200) —1, It therefore proposed a tariff line “Moulded shades, reflectors, 
refractors, either blown or pressed and blown automatically" at 11.3% MFN. In 
addition, it suggested that those "moulded illuminating shades, reflectors and 
refractors of glass, of a class or kind not made in Canada, designed for use 
with light fixtures or with portable lamps” covered by tariff item 32645-1, 
MFN Free, should be provided for an end use item to the Supplementary Annex 
and the Board so recommends. 


Libbey also proposed that candleholders and candelabras of glass, 
presently classified to tariff item 32615-1, “Manufactures of glass, n.o.p." 
and converted to subheading No. 9405.50, “Non-electrical lamps and lighting 
fittings" should be specifically provided for in tariff line 7013.99.90 as 
normal forms of household glassware dutiable at 10.2% MFN, the current rate 
for these goods. 


Having considered the concerns voiced by Libbey, the Board concludes 
that the provision of Free entry for all moulded illuminating shades in tariff 
line 9405.91.10 would likely be too broad and should be confined to shades of 
a class or kind not made in Canada currently covered under tariff item 
32645-1. Such goods, when made in Canada, would be dutiable under tariff line 
9405.91.90 at 11.3% MFN, the rate currently applicable. The Board considers 
that candleholders and candelabras are lighting fittings of heading No. 94.05, 
and not glassware of heading No. 70.13, and recommends that these goods be 
named separately in a tariff line with the current MFN rate of 10.2%, as 
follows:

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Finally, Libbey proposed the transfer of “fresnel type lenses", 
currently covered under tariff item 32615-1, from heading No. 70.14 to heading 
No. 94.05 where they would be combined in one item with “unstrung pendants", 
currently classified under tariff item 32675-l. 


In dealing with the HS classification of fresnel type lenses, there 
is a difficulty posed by similarities in coverage between heading Nos. 70.14 
and 94.05. However, the Board found that “fresnel type lenses", normally used 
for airport runway lights, relate more closely with “optical elements of glass 
not optically worked", covered under heading No. 70.14. Such optical elements 
include mainly lenses and similar articles for road traffic lights, direction 
indicating lights, etc. Heading No. 94.05 in the draft Schedule, however, 
covers articles such as headlamps for aircraft, trains, locomotives, etc. The 
Board, therefore, accepts the allocation of "fresnel type lenses" to heading 
No. 70.14 at MFN free. “Unstrung pendants" would continue to be classified in 
heading No. 94.05, also at Free. 


The Board's analysis of Chapter 94 revealed four changes in rates 
which met the criteria for the restoration of current rates of duty. Goods 
which enter at 15 p.c. MFN under tariff item 44405-2 "Gas lighting fixtures 
and appliances, n.o.p., including tips, burners ... complete parts of all the 
foregoing” have been allocated to subheading No. 9405.50 at a rate of 10.8% 
MFN. The Board recommends further changes to heading No. 94.05 to restore the 
current MFN rate of 15 p.c. for gas lighting fixtures:

A similar problem was identified for goods which currently enter 
under tariff item 46305-1, "Motion picture projectors, arc lamps for motion 
picture work ... or theatrical spotlights ... designed for use with motion 
picture projectors; parts of all the foregoing”, at 9.2 p.c. MFN and which 
have been assigned to subheading No. 9405.40 of the draft Schedule Mew ile ta 
MFN. The Board recommends that the current MFN rate for motion picture or 
theatrical spotlights be restored in the following manner:

The Board found that the goods which enter Free under tariff item 
47826-1 (Invalid chairs, commode chairs, walkers and all other aids to loco- 
motion, with or without wheels ... all specially designed for the disabled 
eee: Of a class or kind not made in Canada; parts thereof), have been allo- 
cated to tariff line 9402.90.90 with an MFN rate of 10%, To restore the 
pre-conversion duty-free provision, the Board recommends that tariff item 
47826-1 be added, with its current description, to the Supplementary Annex 
(see Annex item No. 4525), 


The Board also found that goods entering duty free under tariff item 
69315-1, “Articles ... produced more than fifty years prior to the date of 
importation ...", have been assigned to tariff line 9403.80.00, namely 
9403.80.00.90, subject to an MFN rate of 15%. To restore duty free entry for 
these goods, the Board recommends that tariff item 69315-1 be added to the 
Supplementary Annex (see Annex item No. 5645),

B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


The Board received two submissions concerning Chapter 95, from the 
Canadian Textiles Institute (CTI) and from Cooper Canada Limited. 


In Chapter 95, the CTI requested restoration of current rates of duty 
for a number of textile products changed due to the HS conversion and sought 
clarification of certain aspects pertaining to the concordance. 


Dolls' Clothing 


The CTI contended in its original brief, and in its subsequent submis- 
sion respecting Chapters 68 to 98, dolls' clothing is at present classified 
under three tariff items depending on the type of textile material used. The 
Board, accordingly, made a preliminary recommendation to restructure the tariff 
lines under heading No. 95.02. However, a re-examination of classification 
procedures reveals that, as a result of a Revenue Canada Memorandum (D10-11-2), 
all dolls' clothing is at present classified to tariff item 62410-1, "Toys of 
all kinds, n.o.p.", at 12.5 p.c. MFN. All dolls' clothing would be entered 
under tariff line 9502.91.00 in the draft Schedule at the correct present rate 
of 12.54 MFN. The Board therefore makes no recommendation for any change. 


Handicraft and Hobbycraft Kits 


In its original brief the CTI expressed concern that handicraft and 
hobbycraft kits, which primarily contain textiles, would be classified in the 
HS under line 9503.90.00.70. The proposed rate would be 12.5% MFN whereas, at 
present, these kits are entered under tariff items 53305-1 and 56300-1 (both at 
25 pec. MFN) or under 71100-1 (at 10.2 p.c. MFN). The CTI's concern respecting 
loss of tariff protection was based upon allocations shown in the concordance 
of the goods under the three above tariff items to tariff line 9503.90.00. 
However, further clarification of current classification procedures revealed 
that the concordance shown is in part incorrect. Handicraft and hobbycraft 
kits, of textiles, are properly classified to tariff line 6308.00.00 which 
covers “sets consisting of woven fabric and yarn ... for making up into rugs 
ee. or similar textile articles ...". Inasmuch as the MFN rate for tariff line 
6308.00.00 is 25%, there would be no loss of tariff protection, and the Board, 
accordingly, makes no recommendation to alter the draft Schedule in this 
regard.

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Novelty Hats and Masks 


With regard to novelty hats and masks, the CTI has raised two issues. 
The CTI noted, first, that under line 9505.90.00.10, an MFN rate of 11.9% 
applies to “novelty hats and masks" in the draft Schedule. This rate is higher 
than that which now applies under tariff item 19900-1, i.e. 10.2 p.c., which 
accounts for all trade allocated to 9505.90.00. 10. The restoration of the 
present rate of 10.2 p.c. was, therefore, proposed by CTI, and the Board 
concurs with this proposal. 


The second issue raised deals with whether or not novelty hats, when 
made of textile materials, are classified to Chapter 95 or to Chapter 65. If 
coming under Chapter 95, the pertinent tariff line would be 9505.90.00 at the 
above revised rate of 10.2%. This is much lower than the present 20 p.c. rate 
under 56915-1 “hats, n.o.p.” or the rates applying in Chapter 65. Explanatory 
Notes to Chapter 95 appears to cover mainly festive or entertainment articles 
which are “non-durable"; paper hats are cited as a specific example. This 
would appear to exclude hats or caps of textile, such goods to come under 
Chapter 65. But, Note l(c) to Chapter 65 excludes "dolls' hats, other toy 
hats ...", and the term "toy" could be construed as being synonymous with 
"novelty". In the Board's view, obvious ambiguities exist, and to remove them 
it makes the recommendation below:

Ropes Used in Gymnasiums or for Athletics 


CTL, in its original brief, was of the view that ropes used for 
athletics would enter under subheading No. 9506.91, which covers "gymnasium or 
athletic articles and equipment", at 10% MFN. This rate would be much lower 
than the rate of 20 p.c. currently applicable to “cordage" to which "ropes" 
would be classified under tariff items 54120-1 and 54125-1, unless exempt as 
designated pursuant to special provisions. 2 In the latter case, rope would 
enter under tariff item 51155-1 at MFN Free. Analysis reveals that "ropes" as 
such is provided for in Chapter 56, the exception being when it is designed as 
“articles for gymnastics" which are excluded from that Chapter by Exclusion 
Notes (e) and (h). 


(1) Rate changed from 12.5 p.c. to 12.7 p.c. as a result of the implementation 
of Reference 159. 

(2) The Governor in Council may make regulations pertaining to the duty free 
entry of sports equipment under tariff item 51155-1l. 
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Also, the Board's research relating to gymnasium or athletic articles 
revealed one instance which met the Board's criteria for rate restoration.

61300-1 as “manufactures of leather ... n.o.p." at 12.5 p.c. MEN. 


Therefore, in order to maintain the current tariff provisions both for 
ropes and articles of leather for gymnasium or athletic purposes, the Board 
recommends the following changes under subheading No. 9506.91:

The CTI noted that tariff item 44034-1 had been concorded to 
9507.90.00.10. However, as a result of the introduction of tariff item 44034-3 
on November 8, 1984, also concorded to 9507.90.00.10, the relevant rate should 
have been adjusted accordingly. The Board concurs with this request and 
recommends the following restructuring of subheading No. 9507.90.

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Sporting Goods 


Cooper Canada Limited (Cooper), a producer of athletic and sporting 
goods in Canada, expressed concern about the reduced rate of duty proposed for 
certain sporting goods such as hockey shinguards, elbow pads, waist and thigh 
and hip-protecting girdles, and shoulder pads, allocated to tariff line 
9506.99.90 at a proposed rate of 12.5% MFN. The company requested that the 25% 
rate of duty applied to sporting gloves under tariff item 56830-1 and tariff 
line 4203.21.00 be also applied to tariff line 9506.99.90. 


The Board's research regarding shinguards and elbow and shoulder pads 
revealed that these products are mainly imported under two tariff items, 


namely, 56300-1: “Clothing, wearing apparel and articles ... all textile 
manufactures ... of man-made fibres ... not containing wool or haieé> , Tt 
25''péc. MEN, | and*93907—-1:>» “Articles! of plastics:®, fat \1326."p.0. .MFNSD eOtmiene 


two tariff items, 56300-1 accounted for the bulk of the imports of shinguards, 
elbow and shoulder pads. 


However, the Board notes that new tariff item 51170-1 provides for 
“football equipment" including shoulder pads. Therefore, in order. to 
accomodate the concerns of Cooper and the introduction of tariff item 51170-1, 
the Board recommends the following:

Other Recommendations 


The Board's analysis of Chapter 95 revealed five instances which met 
the Board's criteria for restoring current rates of duty. The first instance 
covers goods which enter under tariff items 44034-2, "fish hooks, n.o.p.", 
6.8 p.c. MFN, and 68200-1, "fish hooks ... use in commercial fishing", at MFN 
Free, which were allocated to tariff line 9507.20.00 at the proposed rate of 
10.2% MFN. This proposed rate is based on the rate of duty for tariff item 
44034-1: “trawls, trawling spoons, fly hooks, hooks ...° n.o.p.” which 
accounted for the majority of the trade allocated to tariff line 9507.20.00. 


The Board was not able to determine a precise basis for distinguishing 
the hooks of tariff item 44034-2 from those of 44034-1 for the purpose of 
breaking out a new tariff line in the proposed Schedule, and therefore does not 
make a recommendation in that regard. On the other hand, it recommends the 
creation of a new tariff line for “hooks of a size not less than number 2.0 for 
use in commercial fishing”.

The Board's review of Chapter 95 also discloses one instance of a 
difference between the rates as received in the draft Schedule and those recal- 
culated by the Board. This appears to tariff line 9506.21.00 ("Sailboards") 
which has a proposed rate of 15% whereas current imports under tariff item 
44003-1, carry a rate of 15.9 p.c. MFN. A restoration to 15.9% is recommended.

Legal Notes.

Sports clothing or fancy dress, of textiles, of Chapter 61 or 62; 


Textile flags or bunting, or sails for boats, sailboards or land craft, of 
Chapter 63; 


Sports footwear (other than skating boots with ice or roller skates attached) of 
Chapter 64, or sports headgear of Chapter 65; 


Walking sticks, whips, riding-crops or the like (heading No. 66.02), or parts 
thereof (heading No. 66.03); 


Unmounted glass eyes for dolls or other toys, of heading No. 70.18; 


Parts of general use, as defined in Note 2 to Section XV, of base metal 
(Section XV), or similar goods of plastics (Chapter 39); 


Bells, gongs, or the like of heading No. 83.06;

B. . The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


Two briefs raised issues concerning Chapter 96 - the Canadian Business 
Equipment Manufacturers Association (CBEMA) and the Canadian Textiles Institute 
COTE). 


CBEMA was concerned about the proposed higher duty on “ribbons for 


electronic data processing machines", currently imported under tariff item 
41417-1, “electronic data processing machines and apparatus; accessories ...” 
at an MEN Yate. Of 327. pecs These ribbons are classified under heading 


No. 96.12 at the proposed rate of 13.5%. In order to maintain the current rate

of duty of 3.9 p.c. CBEMA requested the creation of a subheading under heading 
No. 96.12 for ribbons used in conjunction with electronic data processing or 
word processing machines. Since tariff item 4141/-1 has been included in the 
Supplementary Annex, with its current wording and rate of duty, no further 
action is recommended. 


The Canadian Textiles Institute was concerned with changes in rates 
of duties for mops, slide fasteners and parts, typewriter ribbons, and 
powder-puffs and pads. 


Mops of textile materials currently enter Canada under tariff items 
52305-1 (articles wholly of cotton) and 56300-1 (articles ... of man-made 
fibres) at MFN rates of 22.5 p.c. and 25 p.c. respectively. These products are 
concorded against tariff line 9603.90.40 at the proposed rate of 22.5% MFN, 
based on a trade majority. 


The CTI was concerned about the loss of protection for mops made from 
man-made fibres ‘classified under 56300-l1. The Institute requested a breakout 
under tariff line 9603.90.40, for mops made of man-made fibres, with a rate of 
252% 


Although in the 1980-82 period, imports of mops of man-made fibres 
were insignificant, their imports in the subsequent years, 1983 and 1984, 
increased substantially. The Board therefore accepts the CTI's proposal and 
recommends the breakout under heading No. 96.03 which is shown below. The term 
“textile materials" is employed for better alignment with the heading text:

Slide fasteners are currently classified under two tariff items, 
45130-1 -— “Slide, hookless, or zipper fasteners” at 17.5 p.c. MFN, and 
45131-1 - “Air-tight and watertight slide fasteners ..." at MFN Free. Tariff 
item 45131-1 is a temporary end use item, scheduled to expire on June 30, 
1987. These products are concorded against tariff line 9607.11.00 at the 
proposed rate of 17.5% currently applied to 45130-l. The CTI requested a 
separate tariff line under subheading No. 9607.11 to restore Free entry for the 
slide fasteners covered by the temporary item. 


In view of the significant differential between the rate applicable to 
temporary tariff item 45131-1 and the proposed rate for tariff line 9607.11.00, 
the Board draws to the Minister's attention the need for continued duty free 
treatment of these goods even though temporary provisions are outside the 
Board's mandate. 
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Parts of slide fasteners are currently imported into Canada under four 
tariff items, i.e.: 45130-2 - “Metal and plastic parts for slide, hookless or 
zipper fasteners", 52305-1 - "Clothing, wearing apparel and other articles ... 
wholly of cotton ..."; 54305-1 - "Clothing, wearing apparel and articles ... 
wholly or in part of vegetable fibres ..." and 56300-1 - “Clothing, wearing 
apparel and articles ... of man-made fibres ...". These items are in whole or 
in part, allocated to tariff line 9607.20.00 at the proposed rate of 17.5% MFN, 


the current rate for 45130-2. 


The CTI was concerned about the loss of protection for parts 
classified under tariff items 52305-1, 54305-1 and 56300-1, and requested a 
breakout from subheading No. 9607.20 to restore rates applicable to these 
items. In order to restore those rates, which range from 22.5 p.c. to 25 p.c, 
the Board recommends the following: :

Typewriter ribbons are in part currently classified under tariff items 
41417-1 - “Electronic data processing machines and apparatus, attachments, 
accessories and parts ..."° at 3.9 p.c. MFN; and, in part under 56300-1 - 
"Clothing ... articles ... wholly or partially of man-made fibres ..." at

These tariff items are in part concorded to tariff line 9612.10.00 at 
the proposed rate of 13.5% MFN, the trade-weighted average. The,, Cli.,is 
concerned about the loss of protection for those ribbons currently classified 
under tariff item 56300-l. The Board's analysis of imports of typewriter 
ribbons for the years 1980-82 and subsequent years, supports the Association's 
concern and, therefore, the Board recommends a breakout under subheading 
No. 9612.10 as shown below:

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Powder-puffs and pads for cosmetics or toilet preparations of tariff 
line 9616.20.00 are currently imported under each of the following tariff 
items: 54305-1 “Clothing ... articles ... wholly or in part of vegetable 
fibres ..." at 22.5 p.c. MFN; 56300-1 "Clothing ... articles ... wholly or 
partially of man-made fibres ..." at 25 p.c. MFN, and 61800-1 “Rubber cement 
and all manufactures of rubber ...", 10.2 p.c. MFN. The Board agrees with the 
CTI's contention that the concordance of current tariff item 61800-1 with 
tariff line 9616.20.00 is in error, as such goods would fall under Chapter 40. 


As the proposed rate for tariff line 9616.20.00 is 22.5% MEN the CTI 
was concerned about the loss of protection for powder-puffs and pads, currently 
classified under 56300-1 at 25 p.c. MFN. The Institute requested a breakout 
for man-made fibre powder-puffs and pads reflecting the higher rate applicable 
to 56300-1. The Board accepts the Institute's request and recommends the 
following breakdown of subheading No. 9616.20.

The Board's analysis of Chapter 96 revealed one instance where the 
criteria for restoring the current rate of duty were met. It concerns cigar 
and cigarette lighters. These products, currently entering under tariff item 
36220-1 are concorded to three tariff lines, namely: 9613.20.00, 9613.30.00 
and 9613.80.00. While the current rate of 15% has been maintained for tariff 
line 9613.30.00, the proposed rate for tariff lines 9613.20.00 and 9613.80.00 
is only 11.6% MEN. This latter rate is based on a trade-weighted average 
calculation. The Board makes the following recommendation to restore the MFN 
rate of 15% under tariff lines 9613.20.00 and 9613.80.00.

The implementation of the Board's recommendations under Reference 159, 
has led to changes in the MFN rates for several present tariff items concorded 


with Chapter 96, have been revised. The minor rate changes discussed below are 
therefore incorporated into the recommended Schedule. 
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First, pursuant to the rate revision for tariff item 35200-1 covering 
"manufactures of brass or copper", the MFN rate for tariff line 9608.99.00 
which is based on a trade-weighted average, should be adjusted from 10.9% to 
11%. This will reflect the minor rate increase, from 10.2 p.c. to 10.3 p.c., 
implemented for tariff item 35200-1. 


Second, respecting tariff item 65100-1 “buttons of all kinds ...", 
recent extract item 65101-1 was introduced for buttons “of polyester, acrylic 
or casein resins" with a duty of 12.6 p.c. plus 5 cts. per gross. At the same 
time, the MFN rate for other buttons has been slightly increased under new item 
65102-1 “buttons ... n.o.p." as the ad valorem rate has been adjusted from 
12.6 pec. to 12.7 p.c. To carry forward these recent changes the break-out 
below is recommended for heading No. 96.06.

The Board notes that certain of the rates given in the draft Schedule 
for Chapter 96 are trade-weighted rates and that they should be amended to 
reflect the correct average rate as based on concordance data which has been 
up-dated. The Board recommends that for tariff line 9603.30.00 the MFN rate be 
revised from 10.7% to 10.8%, and for tariff line 9606.30.00 the MFN rate be 
revised from 11.5% to 11.64, 


The Board's recommended nomenclature changes are incorporated in 
Table 96.1.

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CHAPTER 97 


Works of Art, Collectors' Pieces and Antiques 


A. Introduction 


Proposed Chapter 97 incorporates, in whole or in part, 12 items of 
the Customs Tariff, as listed below: 


*34805-1 Sculptures in any material ... prepared in Canada ... 
36000-1 Coin of any metal ... for use as currency ... by any government 
69200-1 Coins or medals for collections 
69202-1 Postage ... and other official stamps ... philatelic covers 
69305-1 Articles imported ... for public museums, public libraries ... 
69315-1 Articles ... produced more than 50 years prior to ... importation 
69325-1 Radio ... sets ... produced more than 30 years prior to ... entry 
69330-1 Goods produced in Canada ... more than 25 years prior to ... entry 

Original sculptures and ... replicas made from an original work ...: 

69515-1 The production ... of artists ... not less than $75 each 
69516-1 eee Of artists ... domiciled in Canada ... temporarily abroad ... 
69520-1 Original paintings, drawings ... engravings ... other listed goods 
69900-1 Botanical and entomological specimens...for universities...museums 


B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


Heading No. 97.01 


The specified works of art of heading No. 97.01 are identical to 
those of the initial provision of tariff item 69520-1, namely “Original 
paintings, drawings, collages and pastels by artists; ...". Therefore, there 
is no problem with provision alignment as the specific works are common to 
both nomenclatures. 


There are, however, two additional qualifications of this 69520-1 
provision that are not applicable to heading No. 97.01, either at the legal 
level or in the supporting Explanatory Notes. First of all, 69520-1 uses the 
term “original” the dictionary definition of which is: “works which are 
unique, creative, not a duplicate of any other, executed entirely by hand and 
controlled by the artist from conception to completion”. Heading No. 97.01 
does not incorporate such a qualification but does specify that the work must 
be “executed entirely by hand". Second, item 69520-1 is further restricted by 
the qualification “by artists"; no such restriction is provided in heading 
No. 97.01. Current tariff administration defines the term artist as "a person 
recognized as such by his peers”. 


* Indicates that goods under the present tariff item are classified only to 
this Chapter.

It is evident, based on the above, that the scope of heading 
No. 97.01 has broader coverage than that of the 69520-1 provision with respect 
to “originality” and "by artists" restrictions. The single common factor 
is the need for a work of art to be “executed entirely by hand". Conse- 
quently, such works which are not admissible, i.e. do not satisfy both of the 
qualifications, are classified under tariff item 18000-1, as pictures n.o.p., 
at S153 pec. MEN. 


(a) In view of the foregoing, the Board recommends the following tariff 
subdivision structure which maintains present MFN rates:

Heading No. 97.02 


A joint brief from The Professional Art Dealers Association of 
Canada and the Canadian Artists' Representation (Le Front des Artistes Cana- 
diens) raised some questions regarding the scope, or coverage, of the nomen- 
clature contained in Chapter 97 compared with that in existing items of the 
Customs Tariff. The scope of some of the draft Schedule items is sometimes 
broader than in existing tariff provisions and, in other instances, narrower. 


The aforementioned brief sought clarification respecting “original 
serigraphs or silkscreens" which, it was contended, should fall under heading 
No. 97.02. Serigraphs or silkscreens were described, in this submission, as 
entailing “a stencil process or blockout that defines and controls the appli- 
cation of ink or colour through a screen by means of a squeegee". This opera- 
tion was also described as “executed by hand and does not include ... any 


mechanical or photo-mechanical process". It should be noted that “serigraphs"” 
are specifically identified as follows under present tariff, stem 69520=1), 
which provides free entry for: 

"... Serigraphs and photographic or photomechanical repre- 
sentations, numbered and signed by the artist or, under 
regulations by the Minister, authenticated by or on behalf 
of the artist roa” 


The Board agrees with the position of the art dealers/artists and is 
of the view that serigraphs can be regarded as “original prints” classified 
under heading No. 97.02 (Original engravings, prints and lithographs). 
Serigraphs now enter duty free although, as indicated above, certain 
conditions are specified respecting authentication. 


Furthermore, the Board has concluded that this heading is equivalent 
to the third provision of item 69520-1, in part, although etchings and 
woodcuts are not specifically named in the heading. However, for purposes of 
HS conversion, the provision for original engravings of item 69520-1 and’ of 
this heading is deemed to include such works. 


Contrary to heading No. 97.01 above, the terms Poriginal-“e**by 


artists" and "wholly executed by hand" are common to both the Customs Tariff 


and HS nomenclature. While these terms are not used in the text of heading 
No. 97.02, they are evident in Note 2 to Chapter 97, which defines for legal 
purposes the scope and terms of the heading. 


There is one additional qualification that must be met, however, 
before these specified works of art are admissible under tariff item 69520-1 
which is not a condition of heading No. 97.02. This restriction states that 
works have to be "... signed by the artist or ... authenticated by or on 
behalf of the artist”. Works not meeting this requirement are classified 
under tariff item 18000-1. 


Although it is evident that the works of art of heading No. O77O2 
and the third and fourth (in part) provisions of item 69520-1 are equivalent, 
the general scope of the heading is broader as there is no requirement that 
stipulates or demands the “authenticity” criteria of tariff item 69520-1. Tt 
may, however, be argued that such a requirement is implied. While the present 
tariff item contains the clause, “under Regulations by the Minister”, no such 
regulations have been issued and this reference can be dropped. 


Consequently, the Board recommends the following tariff subdivisions 
under this heading:

The art dealers/artists' brief also touches on another difficulty 
concerning classification in this Chapter. The Explanatory Notes to Chapter 
97 make it clear that heading No. 97.01 includes only paintings, etc. 
“executed entirely by hand" and that heading No. 97.02 excludes “any 
mechanical or photomechanical process". This Chapter thus excludes in toto 
works of art if processed in whole or in part by photographic means. In 
contrast, under tariff item 69520-1 free entry applies to “photographic or 
photomechanical representations, numbered and signed by the artist or ... 
authenticated by or on behalf of the artist". In this instance, not all the 
goods presently classified to tariff item 69520-1 are covered by the 
provisions of Chapter yeae! Given the HS convention it is not possible to 
broaden any heading in Chapter 97 to include “photographic representations” 
and the like. However, the Board is of the view that an appropriate provision 
is warranted in the HS to restore the duty free status of certain goods now in 
tanL£s sri ten» 69520—4.. The following recommendation 2 is therefore made 
respecting Chapter 49:

This brief also requested the Board to consider those art forms 
which incorporate "the new technologies" (e.g., xerography) into the creative 
process. That proposal would change the present scope of “original” works of 
art and it and similar proposals made in the brief are not felt to be within 
the Board's mandate. However, the issues raised are brought to the Minister's 
attention. 


(1) Insomuch as photographic and like works of art cannot be classified to 
Chapter 97 they would be classified to tariff line 4911.91.90 at 11.3%, 
whereas free entry now pertains. 

(2) This recommendation is included in Volume III, Final Recommendations, 


Chapters 1 to 67. 


Heading No. 97.03 


The provision in the HS for “original sculptures and statuary, in 
any material” (heading No. 97.03) encompasses all imports under present tariff 
items 69515-1 and 69516-1, and these imports account for the bulk of total 
trade allocated to this heading. The Board recommends changes to the tariff 
subdivision of this heading so that they align more closely with the present 
provisions. The preamble in the Customs Tariff to tariff items 69515-1 and 
69516-1 states, with reference to original sculptures and Statuary, "including 


the first twelve replicas made from an original work or model". The Customs 


Tariff therefore permits the first twelve replicas to be regarded as 
“original”. On the other hand, the Explanatory Notes to heading No. 97.03 are 
broader in scope, stating that copies of statuary can be deemed original 
although “only rarely does the total number of replicas exceed twelve". The 
Board is of the opinion that the number of replicas should, without any 
ambiguity, be restricted to twelve only. To maintain this existing provision 
of the Customs Tariff the Board recommends a Canadian Legal Note 1 to this 
Chapter, as follows: 


For the purposes of heading No. 97.03 the term “original”, 
as it relates to sculptures and statuary, refers to only 
the first twelve replicas. 


Heading No. 97.06 


Consequent to the Board's review of Chapter 97, some other changes 
to the draft Schedule are felt to be necessary. These also focus on the scope 
of present provisions compared to the HS nomenclature and concern the conver- 
sion of present tariff items 69315-1, 69325-1, 69330-1, 69515-1, 69516-1 and 
69520-1. 


Under heading No. 97.06, antiques are defined as being “of an age 
exceeding one hundred years". However, present tariff item 69315-1 covers 
articles “... produced more than fifty years prior to the date of importation 
-e-', which is the provision under which a wide range of goods, generally 
regarded as antiques, are admitted free of duty. It is readily apparent that 
heading No. 97.06 does not encompass articles of more than 50 years old but 
less than 100 years old, but only articles which are over 100 years old. Such 
goods may come under heading No. 97.05 as collections or collectibles, or 
under heading Nos. 97.01 and 97.03 as paintings, drawings, sculptures or works 
of art. The cross-reference data indicate, however, that some articles, when 
51 to 100 years of age, encompassed by tariff item 69315-1, at Free, are 
covered under Chapters 57, 84, 92 and 94 at rates of duty ranging from 6.8% to 
15% MFN. 


The structure of Chapter 97 does not provide specifically for the 
inclusion of articles (antiques) as at present defined by the 50-year 
criterion because heading No. 97.06 is restricted to goods of an age exceeding 
100 years. Therefore, the Board recommends the following addition to the 
Supplementary Annex:

“Radio receiving sets, speakers and earphones ... produced more than 
thirty years prior to the date of entry ..." now entering under tariff item 
69325-1 will only fall under heading No. 97.06, at Free, if over 100 years 
old. There were no such imports in 1980-82. Sets of an age exceeding 30 
years, but less than 100 years, are not covered by heading No. 97.06. 
However, sets, speakers, etc., in that age category can enter under heading 
No. 97.05 (as collectors' pieces of historical interest). More likely, they 
will fall under subheadings, such as Nos. SS27 17, 852061527621 ‘and 
8527.29, where the MFN rate is also Free. This would coincide with their 
coverage under present tariff items 44533-2 and 44533-3 as domestic radio 
receiving sets and such sets for motor vehicles. There was no trade under 
tariff item 69325-1 for the base period 1980-82. 


The Board recommends, on a provisional basis, that the wording of 
tariff item 69325-1 be included as an item in the Supplementary Annex. As 
outlined here, the goods now classified to this tariff item would in any event 
enter duty free under the draft Schedule and the existing 30-year stipulation 
appears redundant. It is possible, pending the Board's further review of all 
Annex items as scheduled in Phase V, that such provision can be omitted 
entirely. 


Similar observations pertain to present tariff item 69330-1 which 
reads “Goods produced in Canada more than twenty-five years prior to the date 
of entry for consumption ...”" 1) The cross-reference indicates no trade at 
present under this tariff item, and although some of the goods could enter 
under heading No. 97.05, it is more likely that they fall elsewhere in the 
draft Schedule. Pending further review under Phase V, the Board recommends 
that tariff item 69330-1 should be provided for in the Annex, but on a provi- 


sional basis. 


Table 97.1 which follows also indicates some minor nomenclature 
changes recommended for this Chapter. 


(1) This item pertains to goods originally produced in Canada, exported, and 
subsequently imported.

Chapter 97 


WORKS OF ART, COLLECTORS’ PIECES AMD ANTIQUES 


Legal Notes.

This Chapter does not cover: 


(a) Unused postage or revenue stamps, postal stationery (stamped paper) or the like, 
of current or new issue in the country to which they are destined (Chapter 49); 


(b) Theatrical scenery, studio back-cloths or the like, of painted canvas (heading 
No. 59.07) except if they may be classifed in heading No. 97.06; or 


(c) Pearls, natural or cultured, or precious or semi-precious stones, (heading 
Nos’. 71<02) t0t 71603). 


For the purposes of heading No. 97.02, the expression "original engravings, prints and 
lithographs" means impressions produced directly, in black and white or in colour, of 
one or of several plates wholly executed by hand by the artist, irrespective of the 
process or of the material employed by him, but not including any mechanical or 
photomechanical process. 


Heading No. 97.03 does not apply to mass-produced reproductions or works of 
conventional craftsmanship of a commercial character. 


(a) Subject to Notes 1 to 3 above, articles of this Chapter are to be classified in 
this Chapter and not in any other Chapter of the Nomenclature. 


(b) Heading No. 97.06 does not apply to articles of the preceding headings of this 
Chapter. 


Frames around paintings, drawings, pastels, collages or similar decorative plaques, 
engravings, prints or lithographs are to be treated as forming part of those articles, 
provided they are of a kind and of a value normal to those articles.

Council and reserved for special use by the contracting parties to the HS

Canada has elected to utilize Chapter 98 only at this time to 


provide for the maintenance of unique domestic tariff arrangements and coding 
of transactions, none of which enter into commerce. 


Since the allocation of the thirty tariff items consigned to this 


Chapter were not incorporated in the cross references as originally received 
by the Board, a concordance is included as Table l.

Chapter. 
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B. The Board's Analysis and Recommendations 


No submissions were received regarding this Chapter. Consequently, 
the following is based on the Board's review. 


This Chapter, in its present form, incorporates a number of amend- 
ments to the original draft. The Schedule for the Chapter reflects many of 
the preliminary proposals contained in the Staff Appraisal Report regarding 
Chapter 98 which was distributed to interested parties in mid-1986. This 
revised Chapter also includes appropriate tariff item amendments since the 
base-year period (1980-82) and subsequent editorial revisions as a result of 
the introduction of the new Customs Act, in November, 1986. 


The initial version received by the Board included a number of 
provisions which duplicated those of the base tariff nomenclature. However, 
the Board notes that this duplication has now been eliminated. Similarly, 
certain existing tariff items have been consolidated into a single provision 
where appropriate, i.e., 69203-1, 69205-1 and 69210-1 have been combined into 
single tariff line 9816.00.00. 


The preliminary staff appraisal also noted that proposed tariff line 
9801.00.00 did not pertain to railway vehicles of 43600-1, namely, "“Loco- 
motives and railway cars owned by United States railway companies ...". This 
omission has been rectified by the addition of a reference in 9801.00.00 to 
the conveyances named in Chapter 86. Furthermore, the Board understands that 
when the HS comes into effect the existing qualifying provisions with respect 
to tariff item 43600-1 will be maintained and combined with those of 43700-1, 
through an Order in Council. Therefore, there is no need to carry them 
forward in 9801.00.00. 


In the earlier Staff Appraisal Report, the Board noted that provi- 
sion should be made for present tariff items 69620-1 and 69645-1. Tariff item 
69620-1 allows free entry for films produced by government tourist bureaux or 
railway, airway or steamship companies, and item 69645-1 has a free rate for 
sound recordings "... sent unsolicited ... to a reviewer ... for bona fide 
review purposes". The Board recommends that these items be retained in the 
Annex.

SPECIAL CLASSIFICATION PROVISIONS

The provisions of this Chapter are not subject to the rule of relative specificity in 
General Interpretative Rule 3(a). Articles which are described in any heading or 
subheading of this Chapter are classifiable in said heading or subheading if the 
conditions and requirements thereof and of any applicable regulations are met. 


Goods entitled to entry under heading No. 98.01, 98.02, 98.03 or 98.04 shall be 
exempt from all imposts, notwithstanding the provisions of this or any other Act of 
Parliament. 


For the purposes of heading Nos. 98.02 and 98.03, the Governor in Council may make 
regulations: 


(a) prescribing terms and conditions on which goods or conveyances may be imported 
and authorizing the Minister to set such terms and conditions in specified 
circumstances; 


(b) limiting the quantity of any class of goods that may be imported and authorizing 
the Minister to increase such limits in specified circumstances; 


(c) excluding any class of goods or conveyances from the operation of these headings; 


(d) limiting the length of the time that goods or conveyances imported may remain in 
Canada, limiting the use that may be made of such conveyances while they remain 
in Canada and authorizing the Minister to extend such time or use limits; 


(e) authorizing the Minister to require security for goods or conveyances imported 
and limiting the amount and type of security that may be required; and 


(f) defining the terms "resident" and "baggage". 
For the purposes of heading No. 98.04: 


(a) notwithstanding the provisions of this or any other Act, the Minister by 
regulation may excuse a person from any requirement for making a written 
declaration or entry with respect to goods entitled to entry; and 


(b) the Governor in Council may, by order, on the recommendation of the Minister of 
Finance, reduce the maximum value of goods that are entitled to entry but every 
order made pursuant to this authority shall be published in the Canada Gazette, 
and shall cease to have force or effect. with respect to the period following the 
180th day from the date of its making or, if Parliament is not then sitting, the 
15th day next thereafter that Parliament is sitting, unless not later than that 
day the order is approved by resolution adopted by both Houses of Parliament.

For the purposes of heading 98.05: 


(a) the provisions shall apply to alcoholic beverages not exceeding one and one-tenth 
litres and tobacco not exceeding fifty cigars, two hundred cigarettes and one 
kilogras of manufactured tobacco where they are included in the baggage 
accompanying the importer, and no exemption is being claimed in respect of 
alcoholic beverages or tobacco under another heading or subheading at the time of 
importation;

Chapter 98 


SPECIAL CLASSIFICATION PROVISIORS

The provisions of this Chapter are not subject to the rule of relative specificity in 
General Interpretative Rule 3(a). Articles which are described in any heading or 
subheading of this Chapter are classifiable in said heading or subheading if the 
conditions and requirements thereof and of any applicable regulations are met. 


Goods entitled to entry under heading No. 98.01, 98.02, 98.03 or 98.04 shall be 
exempt from all imposts, notwithstanding the provisions of this or any other Act of 
Parliament. 


For the purpose of heading Nos. 98.02 and 98.03, the Governor in Council may make 
regulations: 


(a) prescribing terms and conditions on which goods or conveyances may be imported 
and authorizing the Minister to set such terms and conditions in specified 
circumstances; 


(b) limiting the quantity of any class of goods that may be imported and authorizing 
the Minister to increase such limits in specified circumstances; 


(c) excluding any class of goods or conveyances from the operation of these headings; 


(d) limiting the length of the time that goods or conveyances imported may remain in 
Canada, limiting the use that may be made of such conveyances while they remain 
in Canada and authorizing the Minister to extend such time or use limits; 


(e) authorizing the Minister to require security for goods or conveyances imported 
and limiting the amount and type of security that may be required; and 


(f) defining the terms "resident" and "baggage". 
For the purpose of heading No. 98.04: 


(a) notwithstanding the provisions of this or any other Act, the Minister by 
regulation may excuse a person from any requirement for making a written 
declaration or entry with respect to goods entitled to entry; and 


(b) the Governor in Council may, by order, on the recommendation of the Minister of 
Finance, reduce the maximum value of goods that are entitled to entry but every 
order made pursuant to this authority shall be published in the Canada Gazette, 
and shall cease to have force or effect with respect to the period following the 
180th day from the date of its making or, if Parliament is not then sitting, the 
15th day next thereafter that Parliament is sitting, unless not later than that 
day the order is approved by resolution adopted by both Houses of Parliament.

For the purpose of heading 98.05:

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PREFACE 


The attached Annex contains all the special provisions of the present tariff 
schedule which are difficult to incorporate in the proposed Schedule but which remain an 
important feature of the new custom classification system. 


The Annex is divided into five parts. Part 1(a) consists of the statutory 
end-use items recommended by the Board, in accordance with the Letter of Reference. These 
include the annex items relevant to Chapters 67 to 98, Phase III of this inquiry, as well 
as those recommended by the Board in its Phase I and Phase II reports. Special provisions 
other than end-use, including those designated by the Governor in Council, are listed in 
Part 1(b). The items of Part 1(a) and (b) will be the subject of further examination and 
a public inquiry in Phase V of Reference 163. Temporary end-use items of the Customs 
Tariff included in the Annex are listed in Part 1(d), while current tariff items under the 
Chemicals and Plastics Tariff Reduction Order are contained in Part l(e). 


The segments of the Annex dealing with statutory end-use items and special provi- 
Sions are followed by cross-references linking the numbers of the Annex to the tariff item 
numbers of the Customs Tariff and vice versa. 


Part 2 lists the tariff lines subject to the provisions of the Machinery Duty 
Remission Program. The tariff lines of the proposed Schedule subject to the GATT 
Agreement on Trade in Civil Aircraft and to the Automotive Products Trade Agreement are 
enumerated in Parts 3 and 4 respectively. The numbers of the relevant HS lines are those 
of the draft Schedule as referred originally to the Board. The listed lines do not 
reflect any changes in numbers recommended by the Board resulting from its inquiry. 
Finally, Part 5 contains the Customs Tariff items eligible for drawback of duties paid.
